When Robb Scott decided 
to put pencil to paper and 
draw hockey superstar Sid¬ 
ney Crosby, he says he wor¬ 
ried he’d get laughed at.

dues as an artist. 

“It’s something I’ve 
worked for 10 years for, do¬ 
ing all the crappy door-to- 
door sales and working on 
the waterfront (in Hali¬ 
fax),” he says.

The Pitts¬ 
burgh Penguins star pri¬ 
vately signed all 87 prints 
on June 20 near Halifax. 

Scott hopes it’s a spring¬ 
board to bigger and better 
things. For now, he’s enjoy¬ 
ing his success and still 
can’t fathom the fact that 
his work has the endorse¬ 
ment of one of Canada’s 
most famous athletes. 

“Just saying that still 
makes me smile,” he says.

The number of students 
from Nova Scotia enrolled 
at Newfoundland and Lab¬ 
rador’s Memorial Universi¬ 
ty increased by 1,079 per 
cent from 1997 to 2009. 
That is more than the 
number of students from 
New Brunswick (800 per 
cent) and Prince Edward Is¬ 
land (418 per cent) who 
headed elsewhere in At¬ 
lantic Canada for their 
post-secondary education. 

A new study by re¬ 
searchers at MUN’s faculty 
of education found lower 
tuition is the main factor 
driving students to New¬ 
foundland and Labrador. 

The study, titled Matric¬ 
ulating Eastward, notes 
that while average tuition 
fees increased by 7.7 per 
cent in Nova Scotia from 
1999 to 2009, average fees 
in Newfoundland dropped 
by 37.4 per cent. 

For prospective students 
and their families, that 
means a $3,133 difference 
in tuition between the two 
provinces. 


Tuition 


► Nova Scotia removed the 
cap on tuition fees earlier 
this year, allowing univer¬ 
sities to increase fees by 
up to three per cent. 

“While there is some de¬ 
bate on the impact of tu¬ 
ition-fee increases on 
enrolment, there is ample 
evidence to suggest that 
downward enrolment pres¬ 
sure resulting from increas¬ 
es in tuition fees tends to 
be disproportionately 
shouldered by individuals 
from lower-income back¬ 
grounds,” reads the report. 

“In the absence of addi¬ 
tional needs-based finan¬ 
cial assistance, large 
increases in fees are likely 
to specifically and differen¬ 
tially curtail access for 
some segments of the pop¬ 
ulation.” 

According to the Cana¬ 
dian Federation of Stu¬ 
dents, the push from the 
Maritimes to Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador is par¬ 
tially attributable to 
tuition freezes and reduc¬ 
tions over the last decade.

Storm could delay shuttle launch 


After an emotional debate, 
German lawmakers voted 
Thursday to allow a proce¬ 
dure that looks for genetic 
disorders in embryos be¬ 
fore they are implanted in 
the womb. 

Lawmakers voted 326- 
260 to permit the proce¬ 
dure known as 
preimplantation genetic di¬ 
agnosis under strict condi¬ 
tions after a debate that cut 
across party lines. Eight 
lawmakers abstained. 

The procedure is some¬ 
times used after in-vitro fer¬ 
tilization, when parents 
whose families have a histo¬ 
ry of genetic disorders want 
to avoid having a child with 
a lethal or severely debili¬ 
tating birth defect. 

Elsewhere in Europe and 
in the U.S., the test is often 
used in infertile couples

while using IVF in hopes 
that the test will boost their 
chances of implanting the 
best embryo. 

While the procedure is 


permitted in other coun¬ 
tries, its legality had been a 
grey area in Germany. Par¬ 
liament took up the issue 
after a federal court last 
year ruled that a doctor 
who had performed the 
procedure hadn’t commit¬ 
ted any offence. 

Under the law, an ethics 
commission will decide on 
whether a couple can use 
the procedure. An expert 
would have to certify that a 
child faced a high risk of a 
genetic disorder or that a 
miscarriage or stillbirth 
was likely. 

Debates on procedures 
that involve genetic selec¬ 
tion tend to be tinged in 
Germany by memories of 
the country’s Nazi past, but 
no one mentioned that dur¬ 
ing the debate.

O Sentencing comes 3 years after 
her daughter was reported missing 


Casey Anthony will be 
freed next week after 
spending nearly three 
years in jail on accusations 
she killed her two-year-old 
daughter, punctuating a 
case that captured Ameri¬ 
cans and bitterly divided 
many over whether she 
got away with murder. 

While cleared of 
charges of killing and 
abusing her daughter 
Caylee, Anthony was con¬ 


victed of lying to investiga¬ 
tors and sentenced Thurs¬ 
day to four years, the 
maximum punishment. 

But she was given credit 
for the time she has al¬ 
ready served and her good 
behaviour, and she was set 
to be released Wednesday. 
Judge Belvin Perry also 
fined her $1,000 US on 
each of the four counts. 

Before her sentence was 
announced, the 25-year- 


old Anthony was animat¬ 
ed, smiling and occasional¬ 
ly played with her hair, 
which was let down for the 
first time since her trial be¬ 
gan in late May. 

Perhaps she thought, 
like many, that she would 
be let go Thursday. Her de¬ 
meanour turned stone¬ 
faced when she heard she 
would be spending more 
time in jail.

Moammar Gadhafi is 
loved in Libya’s rebel 
capital — as a subject 
for street artists to 
mock. 

Caricatures of the 
Libyan leader dot walls 
and buildings across 
Benghazi in renderings 
that range from crude 
sketches to elaborate 
satire such as Gadhafi 
being knocked around 
by a rebel-flagged boot 
or depicted with a Nazi 
swastika.

Bosses delivers the goods 

O Richard Crouse and Phil Brown agree the premise of Horrible Bosses is a 
bit tired O Despite that, it’s a funny movie that induces pants-wetting laughs 

Movie writer Phil Brown is 
sitting in for Mark Breslin 
this week. 

Richard Crouse: Phil, of 
course no reasonable per¬ 
son would break into their 
bosses homes looking for 
ways to kill them, but this 
is a comedy so we’ll accept 
that. Or will we? I thought 
the movie started off 
strong, funny and well 
paced, but its central 
premise — let’s kill our 
bosses! — seems forced 
and it sucks some of the 
funny from the middle 
part of the movie. What 
did you think? 

Phil Brown: Richard, I’ve 
got to go the other way. 

The premise of having a 
terrible boss that makes 


your life hell is sadly all 
too relatable for many, 
but the opening bad boss 
gags felt tired even with 
the R-rated facelift. It did¬ 
n’t click for me until the 
murder element turned 
the movie into a live ac¬ 
tion cartoon with a sick 
sense of humour. 

RC: Interesting, I felt as 
though I was watching a 
funny enough movie 
marred by a silly premise. 
It’s one thing to have some 
drinks and joke about 
killing your boss, it’s quite 
another to act on it. I don’t 
want to beleaguer this 
point, but the crucial set¬ 
up scene to me felt forced, 
like a weak lead in to a 
funny punch line. Having 
said that, Charlie Day 


made me laugh. A lot. 

PB: The whole premise is 
old and they even name- 
dropped two movies that 
did it better (Strangers On 
A Train and Throw Mam¬ 
ma From The Train). I 
think we can both agree 
that things really got 
rolling in the second half 
when it deviated from that 
form. Charlie Day definite¬ 
ly induces pants-wetting 
laughter consistently and I 
think the cast made this 
movie work through an 
improvisation festival. The 
only problem is that come¬ 
dy style kills narrative mo¬ 
mentum and there was no 
real tension in the thriller 
aspect of the stoiy. Though 
I suppose the laughs are 
more important. 


RC: And there are plenty of 
laughs. I don’t want to be 
Debbie Downer here. The 
movie is funny. It was cool 
to see Kevin Spacey revive 
his character Buddy from 
Swimming with Sharks, 
and if this doesn’t wipe 
away any traces of Rachel 
left over from Jennifer 
Aniston’s TV work I don’t 
know what will. Now, I 
guess, she’s America’s Foul 
Mouthed Over Sexed 
Sweetheart. 

PB: In my mind, she al¬ 
ways will be. Despite the 
inconsistencies, Horrible 
Bosses delivers the goods 
and will always be the only 
movie featuring Colin Far¬ 
rell doing a colced-up 
Michael Keaton impres¬ 
sion with a comb-over.

Winnie the Pooh has Cana¬ 
dian roots. The beloved 
A.A. Milne creation, a pot¬ 
bellied bear with a taste 
for “hunny,” was based on 
a real-life Canadian black 
bear that lived at the Lon¬ 
don Zoo. 

Brought to the zoo by 
Lieutenant Harry Cole- 
bourn during the First 
World War, the bear was 
named Winnie after the 
soldier’s hometown of 
Winnipeg. 

It’s fitting, then, that 
the new Disney Winnie 
the Pooh movie had many 
Canadians help bring it to 
the screen. 

“It’s like winning the 
lottery having worked 
here,” says Alberta native 
Brian Ferguson of his 21 
years working at the House 
of Mouse. 

His first job after joining 
the company was animat¬ 
ing the company’s mascot 
in Mickey Mouse’s Prince 
and the Pauper. “It’s such a 
simple design,” he says, 
“but if you get a pencil 
thickness off in the propor¬ 
tions, it looks wrong.” 
That’s a lesson he took 
with him when drawing 
the classic characters in 
Winnie the Pooh. 

“The people who did the 
first Winnie the Poohs 
were masters and the stuff 
they did then, wow,” he 
says. “Even as an experi¬ 
enced animator I look at it 
and go, ‘Oh my goodness, I 
wouldn’t have thought of 
that.’ It’s subtle little things 
that make a character be 
just a little away from nor¬ 
mal. It’s the subtle differ¬ 
ence between, ‘I would 
never have done it that 
way,’ to ‘I would never have 
thought to do it that way.’” 

Nik Ranieri, a Toronton¬ 
ian with 23 years at the 
studio, adds that while the 
classic look of Winnie the 
Pooh has been maintained 
in the movie, efforts have 
been made to update the 
feel of the film.

“When I watch the film 
there are some things in 
there I don’t think you’d 
see in the old ones,” he 
says.

marks a landmark — it’s 
her first Disney film.

FOR THE LOVE OF STEREO'S SOUND 



SOUND 

CHECK 



Whilst out walking the 
faithful bull terrier, the 
Beatles’ Strawberry Fields 
Forever came up on shuf¬ 
fle on the iPhone. 
Although I’ve heard the 
song a zillion times, for 
some reason, I heard the 
swirl of sounds in a new 
way. 

When it was recorded 
in late 1966, the concept 
of stereophonic sound — 
dividing a recording into 
left and right channels to 
create the illusion of spa¬ 
ciousness — was still very 
new. 

Eager to explore the 
possibilities, the Beatles 
and producer George Mar¬ 
tin went crazy, separating 
voices, instruments and 
even different parts of 
Ringo’s drums between 
two channels. It must 
have been pretty thrilling 


for those lucky enough to 
have new-fangled stereo¬ 
phonic record players to 
hear these new sounds 
bounce between the left 
and right speakers. 

Today, we take stereo 
for granted, although al¬ 
most no one knows any¬ 
thing about the 
technology. 

Although attempts at 
creating a stereo (or bin¬ 
aural) effect go back as far 


as the late 1800s and were 
demonstrated repeatedly 
through the first half of 
the 20th century, 
applying the concept to 
easy-to-use consumer 
technology proved to be 
tricky. 

An early effort to intro¬ 
duce stereo to 
connoisseurs of high- 
fidelity sound came in 
1953 with special vinyl 
discs with two sets of par¬ 


allel grooves, one for the 
left channel and one for 
the right. 

Naturally, you needed 
two needles mounted in a 
special (and expensive) 
tone arm. 

Then Sidney Frey, the 
founder and president of 
a company called 
Westrex, came up with a 
solution. Westrex made 
the machines that cut 
master plates from which 


vinyl records were 
pressed. Frey’s people fig¬ 
ured out how to transfer 
two-traclc stereo 
recordings from magnetic 
tape into just one groove 
on a disc. 

On Dec. 13,1957, Frey 
demonstrated his technol¬ 
ogy with an LP that 
featured Dukes of 
Dixieland on side one and 
railroad sound effects on 
side two. 

By the following 
spring, sales of stereo 
recordings were in huge 
demand and musicians, 
freed from the limitations 
of monophonic (i.e. one- 
channel) recording, began 
to demand that recording 
studios outfit themselves 
with the latest technolo¬ 
gy- 

By the early 70s, 
production of mono discs 
had all but stopped. 

But mono still has its 
fans. 

Old mono records from 
the Beatles (pre 1966) and 
Bob Dylan releases (1962- 
67) can be worth a lot of 
money to collectors. 

Me? 

I’ll take the swirl of 
sounds every time.

Fleet Foxes singer Robin 
Pecknold has made no se¬ 
cret of his struggles to 
overcome the dreaded 
“sophomore slump.” 

After the follcie Seattle 
combo reached critical ac¬ 
claim with their self-titled 
debut in 2008, it seemed 
that topping that effort 
would be difficult. 

But with Helplessness 
Blues, it seems they have 
topped themselves. The 
songs are confident, richly 
acoustic and full of the en¬ 
ergetic introspection that 
seems to hit artists hardest 
in their 20s. (Everyone 
from Rumer to Zach Galifi- 
analcis is into the new al¬ 
bum.) 


Pecknold has said the 
reason that it took so long 
to write and record their 
follow-up was his picky na¬ 
ture, which even led to him 
scrapping recordings the 
band had reportedly spent 
several thousands of dol¬ 
lars on. But it has paid off. 

How does it feel to finally 
take these songs from the in¬ 
cubation process of writing 
and recording to audiences? 

It’s been good to have the 
chance to sort of make the 
songs more physical and 
less cerebral. You can play 
louder or have it sound 
huge without feeling like 
the sound is too big and 
without the kind of hem¬ 
ming and hawing about 
what you’re doing in the 
studio. So that’s been 


good. It’s not like we had 
the songs all worked out 
live before we recorded, so 
this has kind of been our 
first chance to get to know 
them in some ways. 

Were there any challenges in 
making that jump? 

We had to rehearse for al¬ 
most a month just to get 
all the parts down and all 
the chord changes. So that 
took a while, but it was 
fun to do as well. 

What’s been the biggest sur¬ 
prise as far as crowd 
response? 


There’s been a few. It real¬ 
ly just depends on the 
crowd. We open the show 
with the instrumental 
from the album. It’s kind 
of funny that people are 
like, “Yeah!” for this little, 
small instrumental song. 
And there’s this one line in 
one of the new songs 
where I really push my 
voice, and after that line in 
The Shrine people are al¬ 
ways like, “Yeah!” 

There are a lot of fruits blos¬ 
soming within the lyrics of 
these songs. One goes, “If I 
had an orchard....” 


My grandpa was an or- 
chardist in Wenatchee, 
which is in Washington. 
It’s a big apple-growing re¬ 
gion. There’s an apple and 
orchard iconography up at 
the cabin. He’s passed 
away now, but me and my 
brother Sean just go up 
there and work on stuff to¬ 
gether, and there’s a lot of 
stuff up there that’s apple- 
related and there’s Yeats 
poems on the walls. I feel 
like that’s probably where 
a little bit of it came from. 
The orchard thing is not 
literal at all, or wasn’t 
meant it to be.

Wind or no wind, Truro’s 
Eric Banks isn’t making ex¬ 
cuses. 

Banks, the first-round 
leader at the Nova Scotia 
Golf Association men’s am¬ 
ateur championship, 
played in strong afternoon 
winds on Thursday and 
carded a 4-over-par 75 to 
fall back to second place, 
one stroke behind Ash- 
burn’s Trevor Chow 

“It was way tougher 
than yesterday,” said 
Banks, who shot a 5-under 
66 in Round 1 on Wednes¬ 
day “The wind was pretty 
strong at times ... but 
there’s no excuses, every¬ 
body has to play the same 
course.” 

The par-71, 6,330-yard 
Truro Golf Club showed its 
teeth more yesterday than 
it did in the opening 
round. Just two players 
scored even par or better, 
compared to eight players 
who did so on Wednesday. 

Banks, 18, birdied his 
first hole of the day, but 
made bogeys on Nos. 2 and 
9 for an outward score of 1- 
over 36. He bogeyed the 
par-5 10th, birdied the par- 
5 12th and made double¬ 
bogey on what was 
probably the toughest hole 
of the day — the par-4 
13th, which played straight 
into a wicked wind. 

“It’s just different,” 
Banks said of playing in the 
wind. “But if you hit good 
shots anywhere in any con¬ 
ditions you are going to be 
rewarded, so you just have 
to really concentrate and 
try and hit good shots. You 
have to get your mind 


around it and just commit 
to every swing.” 

Banks said he won’t 
stray from the game plan 
heading into Friday’s third 
round. 

“I’m just going to try 
and play better tomorrow 
than I did today and just 
stay focused on the shot I 
have at hand and not the 
let the wind distract me 
and just play my own 
game.” 

Chow turned in another 
solid round, shooting even-

Pirates no longer taking on water 

O A year after enduring 105 losses, new manager has turned perennial losers into National League feel-good story

One by one, a seemingly 
endless train of reporters 
filed into first-year Pirates 
manager Clint Hurdle’s of¬ 
fice on Wednesday. 

Last season, the after¬ 
noon media session for a 
midweek game against a 
last-place opponent like 
Houston might have drawn 
a handful in this town 
where the Steelers rule and 
the Penguins are a marquee 
attraction. 

But it seems like every¬ 
body wants to hear what 
Hurdle has to say these 
days. 

An afterthought for vir¬ 
tually an entire generation, 
these pesky Pirates were 
only 1 X A games behind the 
National League Central 
lead as play began on 
Thursday. 

“There’s been a mindset 
change in this clubhouse 
and in this organization,” 
second baseman Neil Walk¬ 
er said. “I think it’s a lot of 
guys, but Clint Hurdle has 
come in here and instilled 
confidence in every single 


one of us.” 

In stark contrast to in¬ 
sipid predecessor John Rus¬ 
sell, Hurdle is at his best 
with an audience.
